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Continuation of 1 1 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 07/1 0/09 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 



Regarding to applicant's argument to claim 1 , Examiner maintains since Lambert's invention relates to a DRM bureau server for servicing 
plural publishers and consumers as shown in Fig. 7. The bureau service operates a number of DRM servers. Content publishers and 
content consumers open accounts with the bureau service. Content publishers use their bureau accounts to DRM-encrypt their digital 
content as shown in Fig. 7. Therefore, Lambert teaches "a DRM server group having a unique DRM solution". The bureau service does 
host some sample DRM-encrypted content. Content consumers use their bureau accounts to purchase the rights to access the DRM- 
encrypted content. As shown in Fig. 8, the rights travel to the consumer device, where the rights are interpreted by the DRM client. The 
DRM client obtains the rights from the DRM server prior to accessing the DRM-encrypted content. The DRM bureau service stores the 
rights on the bureau service's DRM servers and proactively serves rights in response to consumer demand. The bureau service acts as a 
centralized repository with DRM traffic flowing transparently through the bureau service as consumers access DRM-encrypted content from 
the other locations. The centralised bureau service gives publishers immediate and continued control over their content. Therefore, Lambert 

teaches the claim subject matter "server performs communication relating to services ". Based on the reason above, Examiner 

maintains the rejection, however if the applicant believes that the pending claims are distinct from the cited prior art, applicant needs to 
clarify the claim language/limitation for further consideration and distinction from the prior art. 
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
